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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection was deem proper and applicant's 
argument are not persuasive for the reasons set forth below: 



Regarding applicant's argument that the cited references do not teach or suggest associating a task queue with a respective worker 
thread (page 2, 4th - 5th paragraph), the examiner disagrees. Marsco clearly discloses the concept of associating a task queue with a 
respective worker thread in col. 2, lines 27 - 30, col. 3, 37 - 38, lines 49 - 60, col. 5, lines 26 - 47, col. 6, lines 1 3 - 1 7 and fig. 4. 
Furthermore, the claims do not require that a task queue contain or has only one worker thread. Therefore, Marsco clearly read on the 
claim and this argument is moot. 

Regarding applicant's allegation that Maresco teach away from the limitation of claim 1 (page 2, lastt paragraph), Maresco does not 
teach away from limitation of claim 1 because of technical issues pertinent to the disclosed invention, but rather discloses the scheduling 
thread execution in a computer which defined task queues and work crew and comprising workers to complete assigned tasks (abstract). 
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
